ORDER

On November 20, 2000, The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (“ULH&P”) filed
an application for authority to revise the service regulations contained in its gas and electric
tariffs. ULH&P proposes to incorporate its customer bill format into its gas and electric
tariffs by adding an appendix to its existing gas and electric service regulations, as filed
with the Commission. ULH&P will also include a paragraph in the body of the service
regulations that identifies the appendix.

The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and being otherwise
sufficiently advised, finds that the proposed revisions to ULH&P’s service regulations are in
the public interest and should be approved.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. ULH&P’s request to revise its service regulations to incorporate its customer
bill format into its gas and electric tariffs is approved.

2. ULH&P shall file its revised tariff sheets setting out the revisions approved

herein within 20 days from the date of this Order.
